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1, Forty German locomotives, all in first clase condition, were transferred from 
the Russian Zone to the U.S.S.R. during August. The types concerned are Nos. 
&é and 52, both war-time products. 


2, Sone two hundred further engines of the seme types are standing on sidings at 
Brest-Litovak and Inaterburg, presumably awaiting disposal in the U.5,8.R. 
They are ail in good repair, with boilers in sufficiently good condition to 


last for three to four years. The tenders of these locomotives are all 
filled with coal. 


3. All the German engines requisitioned by the Russians for use in the U.S.5.R. 
have to be fitted with wheels with fifty millimeter flanges. The maximm 
German war-tine requirement wes thirty millimeters for non-braking and 
forty millimeters for bralcing wheels. — 
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
